the Idea that the great majority of dia-
mond artists, like boxer and choruattrla, need monnkers other than those
Mtowed upon them oy their parent.

However, the great majority of ballWayere do hot resort to aliases and
atart and finish their careers under the'rawn name. The college player make
the freeat ueo of assumed names When
they break Into professional baseball.
Many collegians w"ho afterward starred
in the big- - leagues uaed aliases while
playing- - with eeml-pr- minor and evert
ntejor league teems. When fiddle Col
line's name first appeared In American
League boa score it Was as Eddie Sulli-
van, while Larry kopf. now with th3
Cincinnati Red, played a season with
the Cleveland America. is as Brady.

Collin, the greatest ball player ever
produced at Columbia, where he starred
at the shortstop position, Wat elected
captain of the team at the end of the
110 season. Mack signed Bddle to an
Athletic contract In hi sophomore year,
though Collins did not intena 10 report
to the Philadelphia club until the end
of hi college carter.

A b'g, strapping fellow, he had tre-
mendous speed, and soon b'g league
eluhs began to look him up. But even
In those day rtuelbach looked out for
little Eddie, and fans who remember
Big Ed In hla fraternity days know that
tie alway took bar of the ball player.

F.rt Had M.nr Aliases.
George Huff, who then was scouting

for the Cubs, heard of Ruelbach. but
by the time Huff went to Notre Dame
Ruelbach already had left the college
for the summer. To make the story
complete, prior to going to Notre Dartte
Huff had Journeyed to Sealla, Mo.,
where he had been tipped off that a
young phenotn named Lawson was
pitching. Lawson wa winning all hi
game and striking them out In droves.

On rrlvlng at Sedalla Huff found th
town In gloom, for after being paid off
the great Lawson had left for part
unknown. Later In the summer Huff
duties called him Into the Qreen Moun-
tain League, where another sensation.
Bheldon, waa standing the batsmen on
their heads. Arriving at Montpeller
Huff discovered that Sheldon wa Law-eo- n

and that Lawson was Ruelbach. He
took the triple combination back to CM-cng- o

with him and Ruelbach starred
with the Cub Immediate". after Join-
ing the Chance entourage.

Bert Daniels, formerly of the Yan-
kees, also had several other nam, one
for each minor league In which ho ap-
peared. Like Ruelbach he waa a product
of Notre Dame. He had a new name
for every league. Bert waa Barrett In
tho e League. Ayres In tha Con-
necticut League, and finally bobbed up
with h'.s own name, Daniel, In tho
American league.

Yankee fan often have asked how
Birdie Cfee. who starred In the New
York outfield at the same time that
Daniels was with the team, acquired the
nickname Birdie. Cree' name wa Will-la-

Prank, but If anybody had called
him Bill Cree no one would have recog-
nized that famous Birdie waa the olrd
under discussion.

Plcka HI Own Naaae.
Cree picked the Birdie out himself, or

rather he called It Burdle. Cree waa
a crack all around athlete at Penn State
Where he starred on the baseball and
basketball team,' but like many other
college fellows preferred making hi
rhoncy playing aunfliier ball rather
than working as a waiter or something
akin to that. He therefore put In hi
summer playing eml-pr- o ball as Prank
Burdle. He nlso played one year with
the Wllllamanort Trl-8tat- e team a Bur-
dle. When he graduated from college
he used his own name, Cre, but hla
assumed name wa fastened on him as
a nickname and he ha been Birdie Cree
ever since.

It also may b amuatng for Yankee
fan to know that Miller Hugglna, the
tiv pilot of the team, launched Into
professional baseball under the nam of
Proctor. At the time the midget man-
ager waa taking a law course at Cincin-
nati University, and he wasn't aure
whether he would stick to hi law book
or baseball. He wanted to find out
Just how good he was.

Proctor played some rattling baseball
for Fleisihmann'a Cataklll Mountain
team, and when he got a regular offer
from 6t. Paul he thought he waa well
established enough to appear In bos
score a Hug-gin- .

Then Dan Costello, a local lad and a
product of Mount St. Mary' College, waa
Kelly In the 'New York and New Jersey
League, but he took on hta own name
of Costello after he got a tryout with
the Yankees and later when he j.layed
the outfield for Pittsburg.

Prank Kane, the young outfielder tried
out by the Yankees last spring, was

Phllllee once had a pitcher Kane, who
Waa born Into the world a Cohn.

)n the spring of 1101 there was a lit-

tle thin faced lad by the name of

He wa a penury
bushef, but didn't look exactly like s
McGhe. He waa too light for the big
leagues and dropped out of sight arter
th Quakers returned home But when
Oharley Hersog appeared with th
(Hants In 90S Philadelphia playere re-

called the little McGhee or their train-
ing trlfj. McGhee and Hersog were One.

Perhape Charley took on the name of
McGhee that spring for his own protec-
tion. The Phillies that spring were n
Irish aggregation. Hughle Duffy was
manager, Kid Gleason second baseman
and captain Red nnnin wa catcher,
and Mickey Doolan the shortstop. Mo-Gh-

matched that combination 'better
than Hersog.

Such
a player wae Charles, who about ten
years ago was the regular second base-
man of the St Loul National.
